Now , therefore , in exerc se of the sowurs confered by secton 2 of the Epidemic Diseases Act 
1897, ihe Governoi of Haryana makes the following regulations, namely : 

1. These egulations may be called hc H.:ryana Epidemic Diseases Regulations, 1969. 
2. In these regulation : 

(1) " Epidemic diseası " me: ns cho era ; 
(6 ) " Inspiction post” means any place which may be declared by :he Deputy Commissioner 

to te an inspection post ; and 
(c ) “ Inspecting Officer " means inspecting ( fficer appointed by the Chief Medical Officer 

of the District. 


3. An inspecting officer who is unavoidably prevent from discharging all or any of the functions 
may by order in writing , appoint any Senior medical Officer, medical officer , senior sanitary 
inspector , or sanitary inspecior tempcrarily to discharge the functions of inspecting « fficer and the 
senior medical Officer, nodical officer , senior sanitary inspector , or sanitary inspector so appointed 
shall so far as such functions are concerned , be deemed for the purpose of these regulations to be an 
inspecting officer . 

4. An inspecting officer may , at liis inspection post, dircct any person travelling by railway 
to remain in the carriage in which he is travelling or to leave the carriage in which he is travelling and 
come on the platform or on the line, and may prohibit any such peisen from leaving the platform or 
line or the inspection post . 

5. An inspecting off.cer may, at his inspection pust, make a medical inspectivn and exami 
dation of any person travelling by ra :lway or by road in such manner and to such extent as he thinks 
necessary in order to ascertain whether there is any reason to believe , or suspect that such person is or 
may be safiering from cholera provided that such inspection or examination shall not be made in any

8. Any person in respect of whom a direction has not been given under regulation 7 may apply to the 
inspecting officer to be allowed to attend upon any person in respect of whom such a direction has been given and 
the inspecting officer shall , except for reasons to be recorded by him in writing , grant such application . 

9. Any p.rson who has made an application under regulation 8, and whose application has been 
granted shall be detained in such building, tent or other place whether near the inspection post or elsewhere 
as the inspecting officer may direct . 

10 Any person in respect of whom a direction under regulation 7 , or regulation 9 , has been given 
shall not leave any place in which insperting officer has directed bim to be detained until the inspecting 
officer or a registered medical practitioner nominaied by the inspecting officer in this behalf certified in 
writing that in his opinion , there is no longer any reason to believe or suspect such person to be infected by 
cholera or that there is no longer any reason for retaining such person as the case may be .
